SPRINGFIELD, II., Mey 8. — (Speoial.}—The 


large area of winter wheat by the 
Hessian fly last fall, the severe winter, and 
noods this spring in this State have largely re- 
duced the prospects for wheat,and not more 
than 40 per cent of the previous crop is assured. 

The per cent of winter-wheat area that will 
be seeded to other crops this spring is much 
larger than expected, and the present conai- 
tion (May h) gives encouragement for only 
20.74. 0% bushels, against 50,944,249 busheis as the 
result of the late harvest. 

The following tables are compiled from the 


latest returns received at the jilinois Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, and represent the condi- 
tion in nearly 1,60) towashbips of the State. 
NORTHERN DIVISION. 

Winter wheat in the northern counties has 
made but little improvement during the last 
month, and the average condition for this divis- 
ion of the State May Il gives encourkgement for 
about 80 per cent of un average yield per acre. 

The average per cent of area of winter wheat 
killed or destroyed by floods is s per cent, 
whieh would reduce the area in the nerthera 
couaties to about 45,408 acres. The average 
yield of wheat the last seven years in these 
counties bas been sixteen bushels per acre. 

The condition May 1, 1883, of 80 per cent would 
indicate about 12.8 bushels per acre, or 58,122 
bushels on the 45,408 acres of growing wheat in 
northern portion of the State, where but atraco- 
tion of the winter wheat of the State is pro- 
duced. The application of the per cent of area 
of wheat destroyed to the acreage in each coun- 
ty, as well as the average yield ver acrein the 
several counties, would give the results more 
accurately but not materially change tus ro- 
sults giveo above.

average in only four counties—viz.: Bureau, De 
Kalb, Grundy, and Marshall. 

The average condition of winter wheat May 1, 
1882, in the above counties was 105 per cent, or 
20 per cent better than May 1, 1583. 

CENTRAL DIVISION. 

Over 40 per cent of the late seeding of winter 
wheat of the state is iu the Central Division. 
Nearly one-third of the area is reported winter-, 
killed or otherwise destroyed, which would re- 
duce the area of the growing crop to about 860,- 
000 acres for this division, The condition of the 
crop is 68 per cent of an average, which is a Ut- 
tle below that of April . 1583. 

The average yield of winter wheat in this di- 
vision the last seven years is severiteen bushels 
per acre, and with the prospect for only 63 per 
cent of an average yield the present outlook is 
only good for about eleven and one-half bushels 


per acre, or about 10,900,000 bushels for this di- 


vision of the State. 

It will be seen that in five of the counties 
named below the condition does not promise 
even half an average yield per acre on the re- 
duced areu.

The Patriarch (as 
his intimates designate Mr. Tilden) bas sem/-offi- 
cially announced bis ſutention that the next Dem-

CONKLING /AS A PROPHET. 

It may be said how, without fear of hurt- 
ing the feelings dt any one, that Mr. Roscoe 
Conkling is the most colossal political failure 
of the time—colassal because in the begin- 
“boss ”’ everybody, and in 
the end he bosses nobody. When he turned 
prophet at the Saturday night club banquet 
in New York, and remarked that the Dem- 
ocratic party is once more about to assume 
control of the country,” he ventured on very 
slippery ground, and called into question his 
powers as a seer, The honor of the prophet 
depends upon the superstitionof his auditory 
and the sluggish current of events. Super- 
stition insvires awe, and the prophecy which 
requires a hundred or a thousand years for 
its fulfillment affords personal immunity 
from odium and disgrace to the prophet. The 
experience of the last three years is full of 
instruction on the folly of prophecy. When 
Mr. Conkling entered the Republican Con- 
vention of 1880 he prophesied his own vic- 
tory, and thousands of enthusiastic follow- 
ers echoed the shout. In a week the proph- 
ecy was falsified. Mr. Conkling made a 
prophecy that he could resign his seat in the 
United States Senate and be returned tri- 
umphantly to wage war upon Mr. Garfield's 
Administration. A tew months falsified this 
prophecy. Mr. Conkling made a prophecy 
tliat he could and that he would disgrace 
and destroy Mr. Gartield’s Administration. 
But at the very pinnacle of the glory of that 
Administration the pistol of the assasin laid 
Garfield low, and left bim to linger, and 
finally to die, the object of more tender af- 
fection and reverent regard han were ever 
b@fore lavished upon mortal man. Thus 
that prophecy perished. And thus all the 
prophecies of Mr. Conkling uttered during 
the last three years have been falsified. The 
reason of the failure of Mr. Conkling’s 


‘prophecies is that he reckons without his 


host, the American people. 

Mr. Conkling says: “The Democratic 
party is once more about to assume control 
of the country.” The only ground for this 
prophecy, or oracular assertion, is the fact of 
the sweeping Democratic majorities in the 
last Congressional election. But this is nof 
sufficient ground, since during the career of 
the Republican party it has encountered 
similar reverses and recovered from their ef- 
fecis, still retaining the confidence of the 
country. Previous to the assembling of the 
Republican Convention of 1880 gober-minded, 
thoughtful adherents of the Republican 
party everywhere regarded with serious ap- 


| prehension the possible—nay, the probable— 


outcome of its deliberations ana action. 
There was a feeling that, for the good of the 
country, the Republican party ought to win 
the then approaching political bat- 
tle. But mere were grave fears that 
it would fail with either Grant or 
Blaine. This was the sentiment. of 
the coolest heads in the Republican party, 
and this sentiment was shared widely by 
non-partisans, who regard the whole subject 


from the standpoint ot devotion to the high- 


est economic and moral interests of the coun- 
try at large. It was this sentiment that 
mold@d the deliberations and final wise ac- 
tion of the convention. And so out of the 
nettie danger the flower safety was 
plucked. Never before in the history of voll- 
tics anywhere did a political party more 
conclusively demonstrate its title to the con- 
fidence of the disinterested masses of a great 
community. At Meir command it struck 
down the idols of both its factions and united 
upon the nian who proved to be the idol of 
the whole people. 

Wno nas the temerity to say that the Re- 
publican party will act less wisely one year 
hence? And it shall act as wisely in 1884 
as it acted in 1880 who dares predict its de- 
feat? It is idle to say that there is no differ- 
ence between the two great political parties 
of the country—that the contest between 
them is a mere struggie for offices and spoils. 
And when in all history have peoples failed 
to contrast the respective records of rival 
applicants for their favor? The Republican 
party is the party of progress and the Demo- 
cratic party is the party of reaction, If the 
people should wish to move backward is 
there any doubt that they would choose to 
intrust the conduct of their affairs to the 
Dem tic party? There should be equal 
confidence that if they wish to advance they 
will select the Republican party as the stand- 
ard bearer of the march of progress. 

There is no-evidence that the Vemocratic 
party can unite except upon a single point— 
namely: opposition to the Republican party. 
It was able to unite substantially on this one 
point in the late Congress. It sought to de- 
feat a modification of the tariff and struggied 
to convert into a farce the attempt to reform 
the civil service. But at the Iroquois ban- 
quet its chiefs found themselves as wide 
apart as the poles. Mr. Bayard and others 
formulated a platform for 1884, whereupon 
Mr. Harrison biurted out the objection that 
the work was economically sound, and hence 
impracticable! He unblushingly declared 
that under such a platform Democratic 

voters Would sell themselves as sheep are 
sold In shambles! What a confession of 
party venality! Whatanexposure of Demo- 


elements in the ciyil society. To predict the 
victory of the Democratic party in 1884 is to 
predict the triumph of the worse over the 
better elements of the community. The 
proposition invelves the retrogression of so- 
ciety towards a state of barbarism. Confi- 
dence in the success of the Bepublican party 
is no more nor less than confidence not only 
in the superior right of the best elements to 


rule, but in their ability successfully to com- 


bine to that end.

RIVETING THE GRANGER DECISIONS. 

The importance of the decision rendered 
Monday by the United States Supreme Court 
in the Granger case of Neal Rugales against 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
of this State can hardly be overestimated. 
The point involved was the forlorn hope of 
the corporations in their effort to break the 
long line of Granger decisions and make a 
breach in the power of the State. The Su- 
preme Court had held and reiterated that the 
State had, as an attribute of sovereignty, the 
power to regulate the tariffs of the railroads. 
But the shrewd lawyers in the employ of 
the corporations seized on the words, almost 
universal in railroad charters, giving the 
companies the power to fix the rates of toll, 
and claimed that these words were an ex- 
press surrender of the sovereignty of the 
State and a contract with the railroads giv- 
ing them the prerogative of determining their 
charges. 

Their only ground for expecting anything 
from this argument was that the Sapreme 
Court, in deciding the ease of Pick against 
the Northwestern Railroad, had used this 
phrase: “We decided that the State may 
limit the amount of charges for fares and 
freights ‘unless restrained by some con- 
tract in their charters.’” If the court could 


be induced to hold that the permission given 


the companies to fix fares was such @ con- 
tract the Granger decisions would go for 
nothing, for all the charters contained these 
potent words. We pointed out at the time 
this case was argued before the Supreme 
Court that the provisions in the charters for 
the fixing of fares and freights could be 
properly construed only as one to be exer- 
cised under the sovereign power of the State. 
Otherwise the community wouid be in the 
anomalous position of subjection to two 
sovereignties, the State and the corpdDration. 
There is one thing the sovereign State can- 
not do, and that is to create another sov- 
ereign. The essence of the power of the 
State is that it is indivisible. If may be del- 
egated for a time, but it can never be put 
beyond the reach of recall. 

It is substantially this broad ground that 
the Supreme Court has taken. The court 
says that the power given to the railroads ¢o 
determine their rates is to be interpreted as 
subject to the clearly-esiablished power of 
the State to, x them if it so desires. “ The 
charter must be construed in the light of 
this established power.“ 

The gratification of the publie with this 
victorious ending of the long struggle be- 
tween them and the corporations will be very 
great. The feeling of popular relief will be 
hightened by the recollecuon of the appre- 


| hension that the Supreme Court, since its re- 


organization, could not be looked upon as 
an anti-corporation bench. The fear was 
widely expressed that the Granger cases 
were about to be overthrown, and all that 
had been gained by years of effort in the 
struggie to restrain corporate power would 
be lost. But the reverse has happened. The 
court has riveted all its decisions in favor of 
the power of the State to regulate, and has 
closed the last loophole of escape for the 
corporations from submitting to the exercise 
of this power. It may be reasonably hoped 
now that the San Mateo ease, which involves 
the question, arising between the State of 
California and the Central Pacific, of ‘the 
power of the State to tax the railroads 
as corporations, and not, as they insist,. as 
persons, wili be decided in favor of the peo- 
ple.

HIGH LICENSE IN NEW YORK. 

A large meetiig was held a few -evenings 
ago in New York City under the auspices of 
the Church Temperance Society, at which 
the Excise laws were very thoroughly dis- 
cussed with the view to their amendiment 
and more thorough enforcement, it being 
generally conceded that the Excise Commis 
sioners are not oily derelict in the perform- 
ance of their duty, but that they have a de- 
cided bias in favor of the dramseliers, and 
that many of them owe their appointments, 
like Aldérmen in this city, to the liquor in- 
terest. The meeting was very largely at- 
tended, some of the most prominent men in 
New York taking part in the discussions, 
which embraced the proper manner of ap- 
pointing the Commissioners, the confirming 
power of the Board of Aldermen, and the 
necessity for s new Excise bill. 

The statements made in the discussion 
show the powerful grip of the doggeries 
upon the Government as well as the morals 
of New York City. It was shown that no 
Commissioner can be appointed without the 
confirmation of the Board of Aldermen, and 
that the liquor-dealers have secured the con- 
trol of the board by the election of a major- 
ity of members who are connected with the 
liquor traffic, the nuniber being thirteen. To 
meet this extraordinary condition of things, 
a resolution was passed pledging the meeting 
to support achangein the method of elect- 
ing Aldermen or a withdrawal of their con- 
firming power, and to support the Mayor in 
any attempts he may make to poininate Com- 
missioners for character and figness rather 
than for political partisanship. Speaking to 
this resolution, Dr. Roosa pointed out a con- 
dition of things which will not sound unfa- 
miliar to Chicago readers. He said: 


I think that no man would deu the right of 
liquor-seliers to re otation. city must 
be governed for ali, but when it comes to such a

With such a state of things in the Board of 
Aldermen, which has the confirming power, 
it will not occasion surprise that rum rules

there are many saldons of the vilpst descrip- 
tion which a five-hundred-dollar license 
would not close, though it is the very pur- 
pose of high-license to shut up just such 
places. Besides this, high-license agitation 
will not stop until the thousand-dollar mini- 
mum is reached. In the West we may haye 
te accept $500 for the present, but it will not 
be long before the thousand-dollar license 
will be demanded and obtained. It Is on this 
basis that the struagie is fought, and there 
will de no rest until it is won. That notice 
has been served on the liquor interest, and 
well understood. 
t the same time it is well understood that 
high-license reformers will have a seri- 
ous.fight in New York, as the police officials 
do not intend, if they can help it, to injure 
the liquor-dealers to any great extent. The 
public of that city has already Nad a taste of 
what it may expect from them in the war 
which has recently been commenced by the 
District-Attorney against the gamblers. At 
the very outset he found himself blocked by 
two of the police Captains, who not only 
neglected their duty but gave information to 
the gambling-houses of the raids that were 
to be made upon them. Tpe two Captains 
have been indicted by the grand jury, but it 
is hardly likely that they will be punished, 
though they ought instantly to be expelled 
from the force. It only goes to show that the 
police officials and the Aldermen, as well as 
the liquor-dealers, will make a bitter fight, and 
that the high-license men havea long strug- 
gle before them in which they must enlist for 
the war. At the same time we have no doubt 
that the struggle can be fought out success- 


fully on the basis of the higher fee. Shouid 


they succeed, however, in getting the $500 fee, 
they will then de in a position to work for 
the 81.000 fee, for they will have the advan- 
tage of a more powerful public sentiment, 
A trial of a $500 license will convinee the 
city not only that there is no harm in high 
license but that the higher the license is fixed 
the more beneficial it will prove to the whole 
city, and, not least of all, to the respectable 
* ot saloonkeepers themselves.

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 

The vote of the Common Council Mon- 
day night to permit the District ‘Telegraph 
Company—a corporation which so far as the 
records show has no éxistenice—to plant 


more poles and string overhead wires was a 


vote to undo all that has been so laboriously 
accomplished in the preliminary work of 
abolishing the intolerable telephone and tele- 
graph nuisance in our streets. Weare ac- 
customed to extraordinary performances 
from the Common Council and their pre- 
siding officer, the Mayor, but this of Monday 
night is one of the most inexplicabie acts of 
folly, or something worse, that our City Gov- 


ernment has been guilty of for a very long 


time. ‘The general belief is that bribery was 
at the bottom of it, and votes were bought 
like meat in the market, 

The public opinion of this city has une’ 
quivocally condemned the overhead system 
of poles and wires as dangerous alike to life 
and property. The efforts of all the leading 
cities in the world, abroad as well as here, 
are being given to discovering a means of 
doing away with it. The Common Council 
of this city ordered the telegraph companies 
to put all their wires underground by May 1, 
1883, This ordinance is still in force. A suit 
to determine the power of the officers of the 
City Government under it is now pending in 
the courts. Oneof the principal telegraph 
companies came into the city on condition 
that it would adopt the underground system. 
Several ways of burying the wires and dis- 
pensing with the poles are now on trial in 
different parts of the country. 

In the face of all these accumulated rea- 
sons why the ordinance for the removal 
should not be interfered with the Common 
Council, as if afraid that if they delayed a 
moment some way of putting wites under 
ground successfully would be demonstrated, 
cotruptly rush through this ordinance, evi- 
dently cut and dried, bought and paid for, 
and protected at every stage of its march 
through the Council by a ‘carefully drilled 
phalanx of twenty votes. 

The Philadelphia Press of last Saturday 
gives an interesting account of the hearing 
given by the Common Couneil of that city to 
a number of electricians representing undeér- 
ground conduit companies. An opportunity 
was allowed every one to explain the merits 
of his plan. The best the Chicago Common 
Council can do is to forestall any such in- 
quiry by chartering a company whieh will 
perpetuate the wire and pole nuisance. The 
Philadelphia Common Council appointed a 
chmmittee to visit Chicago this week to wit- 
ness the trial Friday of one of the under- 


‘ground conduits—that which is to be used 


by the Fostal Telegraph Company. But the 
Chieago Common Council will not even wait 
to look-at an exhibition that is to-take place 
at its very doors. 

It is an outrageous thing that the munici- 
pal representatives of the Chicago public 
should betray its interests in this flagrant 
way. When so many promising experiments 
are being made in the construction of under- 
ground conduits, common sense says that 
the utmost concession that should be made 
is to allow the existing system to stand only 
until a practicable underground conduit has 
been found. To charter a company to erect 
iron columns thirty feet high is to perpetu- 
ate the present menace to the prosperity and 
safety of the city. The fact that a local 
“boss” and gambler sat in the Council 
Chamber and directed the tactics by which 
the ordinance was is proof enough of 
the littie share public considerations had in 


this vote.

They so concentrate their 
minds on moneymaking that they. entirely 
neglect the making of the habits and charac- 
ter of those to whom they expect to intrust 
the spending of it. They cannot spend it. 
The habit of mind which made it possible to 
accumulate makes it impossible to scatter. 
But they are too busy to teach their boys and 
girls how to use this enormous power of 
money, It is easier to give the child, who has 
just awakened to the pleasures that he can 
buy, $10 than it is to teach him how to 
spend 10 cents wisely or to make it by his 
own labor. The wonder is thatit never oc- 
curs to these architects of fortune to doubt 
their own shrewdness in piling up millions 
which they intend to commit to. untrained

THE BRICKLAYERS’ FOOL STRIKE. 

The hopes which have been eiitertained 
that the strike of the bricklayers would end 
this week are dissi After all their con- 
ferences the bricklayers and the bosses are 
no nearer r than when they com- 
meneced, and ‘how it is evident the strike 
must go on to the bitter end. If that end 
proves to be exceedingly bitter the bricklay- 
ers will have only themselves to blame, for 
the indefensible terms they demand are so 
outrageous and exacting that it would be de- 
grading to accept them. 

The first demand of these strikers is to the 
effect that whether a man can earn $4 per 
day or not he shall be paid that much: in 
0 words, there must be no distinction 
made between a superior and inferior work- 
man. One who is only worth $2 a day must 
have as much as the one worth $4 a day. 
This is simply absurd and preposterous, and 
an efforton the part of the inefficient men 
to rob the efficient men of 30 cents 
or 81 a day. It reduces superior 
labor to the standard of inferior, or it com- 
pels employers to pay men more than they 
earn. It is subversive of all good workman- 
ship—of all ambition—and its tendency is to 
degrade labor by reducing it ail below me- 
diocrity. Such a demand as this is not only 
absurd but it is tyrannical, and indefensible 
from any moral or commercial point of view. 
By what right can bricklayers or any other 
set of men say that unless a man is paid 84 a 
day he s hall not work at all? If a man con- 
not get $4 a day and Js willing to work for 
$3.50 or $3, what moral or legal right has 
any body of men to say that he shail not 
work for what he can get? Still more, what 
right have these strikers to say that unless a 
man belongs to their club he shall not work 
at all? Does not this amount to a deciara- 
ration in so many words that If you do not 
join our club and subject yourself to our 
arbitrary rules you shall starve ”’ ? 

Another demand made by the striking 
bricklayers is, that no firm shall have more 
than two apprentices. This demand is even 
more impudent than those which are 
made concerning work and wages, since they 
have nothing to do with the apprentices. 
That isa matter that concerns the employers, 
and thé apprentices, and their parents, and 
them only. It is an audacious interference 
with the rights of labor in this country by 
clannish foreigners, which has already 
caused infinit mischief. Itis an attempt on 
the part of foreign Know-Nothings to prevent 
American boys from learning trades, and it 
is made by men who get more wages here 
for one day’s work than they got tor a week’s 
work in the country they came from. 80 
long as there is a fit boy in Chicago who 
wants to learn a trade thereis no law, legal 
or moral, to prevent him, and -the employer 
who teaches him is domg the whole com- 
munity good service. In these days there 
is little danger that any great number of 
American boys will want to learn trades, but 
no one, least of all foreign workingmen, has 
any right to place impediments in the way 
of those who are anxious to learn. 

While the bricklayers hold this position 
with reference to apprentices, and assume 
besides that po man shall earn a living un- 
less he charges $4 per day whether he earns 
it or not, and that men who do not belong to 
the strikers’ club shall not work at all at 
bricklaying, no compromise is possible with 
them, ahd none ought to be m Their de- 
mands are so tyrannical and unjust, not only 
to other workmen, but to American boys and 
to the whole community, that to yield te. 
them would be dastardly. ‘The course they 
are taking aims a blow not only at builders 
and property-owners, but at all other build- 
ing trades and at the best interests of the 
city. The so-called “rights,” therefore, 
which they claim ought never to be yielded 
by the master masons, If the striking brick- 
layers suffer in consequence they must lay it 
to their own stupid folly and overreaching 
selfishness.

THE SPELLING REFORM. 

The Pitman spelling reform, which was 
first announced about thirty-five years ago, 
has made slow progress, like all other radi- 
cal réforms, but it has been steady. and it 
will now receive a very considerable im- 
pulse at the hands of an orgatiization which 
has been effected in New York called 
“The Language Club.“ When first ad- 
vocated, it was received with sharp ‘criti- 
cisms and even ironical comments, espe- 


clally by Professors; scholars, and teach

and the change of * que” to k,“ and ph 
to „f.“ But these are important improve- 
ments. 

The new club lays down the broad princi- 
ple that sensible spelling, in which sound 
takes the place of convention, will be the 
spelling of the future. ‘They might have 
gone still further, for it is not merely a mat 
ter of sound or of sight, but of absolute cor- 
rectness of roots and analogies. Why, for 
instance, spell fancy with an f,“ phantom 
with a “ph”—both coming from the same 
root? Why spell fence with ac and defense 
with an s, when both are trom the same root ? 
Why spell discreet. with two ee, when the 
Latin word from which it is derived has 
only one e? Innumerable instances of 
this inconsistent and ilogieal spelling and 
false étymology might be cited. Indeed, the 
spelling in many cases has wandered so far 
away from the derivation that it has become 
well nigh impossible to trace words back to 
their sources in the Saxon or German, and 
sometimes in the Latin or the Greek. There is 


' great hope, however, that the worst system of 


spelling the noblest language in the world 
may become the best when such a notable 


array of scholars as those in New York adopt 


the course they have taken. They have laid 
a good foundation, but there yet remains 
much more to be done. There are hordes of 
utterly useless silent letters to be rooted out 
which merely cumber the page, and swarms 
of double s,“ and double s,“ and dou- 
ble es,“ and double other letters which 
add to the labor of writing and have no con- 
nection with the etymology of the word, its 
root, or its analogies in any way, and only 
serve to bewilder and confuse the child in 
the public school or the foreigner who seeks 
to learn Our clumsy, ruleless, diabolical way 
of spelling. Now that eminent scholars are 
putting their shoulders to the wheel we may 
expect the reform to move.

The delegates hereafter, 
if the new pian is ratified by the people, will be 
apportioned among the counties accord to 
the party's vote, and delegates at-large also 
be allowed in vroportion to the majorities in 
each county. This is a more sensibie plan, and 
will probably be adopted in all the districts 
where the conferee system has prevaſled.

SOUTH AFRICA, 
CETYWAYO AGAIN AT WAR, 

DursBan, South Africa, April 19.—The cable 
bas been interrupted during the greater part of 
the last fortnight between Mozambique and 
Zanzibar. The state of affairs in Zuldland fully 
verifies the predictions of those who opposed 
the restoration of Cetywyo. Early in the pres- 
ent month the Usutu, or King’s Regiments, at- 
tacked Usibepu. That chief allowed them to 
advanee into a dificult position in his territory, 
when be fell upon the invaders; and, although 
commanding inferior numbers, completely 
reuted them—pursuing them to the border of 
his district, beyond which, in pursuance of 
bis engagements to the Government, he 
would not gro. He ordered all 
women and children to be spared. If 
attacked again, it ie doubtful whether he will 
thus short should he be again successful. 
Cetywayo diselaims all Knowledge of these 
events, but it is notorious that de is doing bis 
utmost to sow disaffecuon among the uatives in 
the reserved territory and using threats to- 
wurds those who refuse compliance with bis be- 
bests. Four remiments are stated to have pro- 
ceeded against Oham. It is also reported that 
Odam and Usibepu meant to make a combined 
attack upon Cetywayo Wednesday last, but the 
statement is mistrusted by persons well qua- 
fied to judge of ite accuracy.

How to Out Down the Saleons and In- 
crease the Hevenut—Resuite of Bich 
Li¢ense at Davenport, 

DAVENPORT, Ia., May 8.—[Special.}—This city 
furnisbes proof of the bad workings of jow 


‘leense, and also of the advantages which have 


resulted from the recent change to a more re- 
spectable suloon- license system. For years pro- 
ceeding April 1 last, the annual license as fixed 
by the City Council was $60. Under this plan the 
ist of January. and for the three months fol- 
jowing, there were 179 saloons registered. The 
total yearly amount received from these was 
$6,050. Liquor was openly sold in other places, 
but the tax was so low that little was done about 
it, and one saloonkeeper did not re- 
port another doing business illegally. Any- 
body who applied for a license could have 
one, and the result was that several disreputa- 
bie places fiourished. But the Supreme Court 
decision pronouncing the prohibitory constitu- 
Vonal amendment void wrought a wondrous 
ehange. It was then either a high license or 8 
State law almost prohibitory. The City Councti 
was amoog the rst ia the State toaect. An or- 
dinance was adopted creating a special license 
committee, the business of which is to carefully 
examine the character of every applicant for a 
license, and to rejeet all who are not responsi- 
ble. peaceable citizens, and whe piedge them- 
selves to keep orderiy places. Under this sys- 
tem the number of saleons bas been cut down 
from 159 to 180. and the 10 pay each 
$200 per year, semi-annually in advance. The 
old way was $12.50 quarterly. The revenue now 
is $26,000, or, in other wo the 130 Saloons pay 
nearly three times as much into tke City Treas- 
ury as the 179 did under low license. The sa- 
loons, too, are noticeably more orderly, the dis- 
re puta bie ones are weeded out, and the proprie- 
tor of every drinking- place sees to it that his 
neighbor has a license and that itis exposed to 
view. ere were fewer arreste in Davenport 
in April than during the corresponding time for 
ten years. 


Excitement Over the Recent Orders by. 
Milwankee’s Mayor. 

MILWAUKER;, Wis., May 5.~[Special.}]—The ex- 
citement over the Mayor's order for all salootis 
to be closed at midnight continued and increased 
all day. The Mayor is now engaged in the work 
of renewing licenses, and, under the new law, 
each applicant is asked if he will obey the order 
for closmg at midnight, and ff he refuses the 
license is not granted.

INTERVIEW WITH THE MANAGER OF THE 
CONDUIT COMPANY. 


Mr. J. Eosign Fuller, Manager of the Chicago 
Sectional Electric Underground Company. was 
interviewed yesterday by a TRIBUNE reporter 
regarding the iron-poile-cable ordinance passed 
by the Council Monday night.

The object of that demonstration was to con- 
vince the Council as woll as the public 
that there was no excuse for 
granting an overhead-pole franchise, which, 
we understood, was about to be ranted to 
the District Telegraph Company, so-called. Very 
few Councilmen attended, and the Mayor did 
not make his appearange, although claiming to 
be thoroughly in favor of the immediate adop- 
tion of the underground system. The few who 
did attend showed no interest in the matter, 
with the exception of Ald, Lawler, the others com- 
ing there evidently with the intention of throw- 
ing what cold water they could upon the busi- 
ness, dnd, while there, busied themselves among 
the other gentiomen present with sneers and 
statements that the sbort-pole ordinance was 
tne only selution of the wire difficulty. There 
being no brass bands, whisky, or lunch served 
up ior their benefit, and a short delay occurring 
in adjusting the long-distance telephone— 
through which Prof. Gray and other prominent 
electricians subsequentiy talked without difli- 
culty to Cleveland and New York—tbese 
Aldermen strayed away, and returned to 
their caucus of Saturday evening. This 
caucus resulted in the solidification 
of the twenty Aldermen whose vote on Monday 
evening passed the iron-sbhort-pole cable ordi- 
nance, now Owned or to be owned by the 80 
calied District Telegraph Company, if Mayor 
Harrison dares to sign it.“ :

THE WEATHER. 


Denver Visited by the Miost Terrific 
Hali-Storm Ever Recorded. 
Denver, Col., May 8&—[Special.}|—The most 
terrific hail-storm ever seen in Colorado visited 
Denver about Il o'clock this morning. The hail 
stones were ot immense size, and heaped up in 
the street a depth of from four to five inches. 


The ground appeared as though a great .snow 
bad ocourred. 

in twenty minutes there wasa rainfall of two 
inches. So violent was the tall that it was dan- 
gerous for man or beast tu venture out of doors. 

All over the city the tin roots were cut and 
houses floooded. 

The loss to merchants and owners of build ings 
is so great that it cannot be estimated. It will 
aguregate many thousands, while the damage 
to orchards, gardens, and crops within the belt 
of the storar is immense. 

All manner of vegetation was crushed and 
torn to pieces by the great deluge: windows and 
skylights of arge blocks were crushed in, and 
the buildings flooded. 0 

Horses attached to vehicles were terrified and 
ran madly througd the streets, smashing wagons 
and carriages to pieces, 

Several bouses were struck by lightning, and 
a number of persons injured in various ways by 
tne storm. 

It is said by historians in Denver that this was 
= greatest bail-storm ever seen in the United 
states. 


New York and Surrounding Cities Ex- 
perience a Heavy Thunder-‘torm. 

New Yor«, May -A short and heavy thun- 
der-storm passed over this city this afternoon. 
The streets were deluged with rain, signs de- 
motished, and telegraph-wires damaged. 

The flagpole of the St. Nicholas Hotel was 
blown down, probably fatally injuring Henry 
Clark, of Varick place. 

A team of horse$ attached to a hearse in 
Greenwich street, frightened at the lightning, 
ran away, smasbing hearse. 
rue chimvey on the wateh-works on Bond 
street were biown down, 

In Brooklyn several buildings in the course of 
erection were demolished, also many chimneys. 
Adam Aster, at work in one of the buildings, 
was badly injured by the failing walls. 

A policeman on Kosctusko street was struck 
by lightning. 

At Paterson, N. J., great damage was done. 
Several mils were partially unrvofed and the 
upfinished spiré of St. John's Catholic Churen 
dewolisbed. Lumber piles were scattered, trees 
uprooted, the te tephone srstem demoralized, 
and several persons slightly injured. There 
was a paule in the locomotive shops. 

The clatter of tiv from an overturned ped- 
dler's wagon caused two teams to run away, 
and one horse of each was killed, being impaled 
by the shafts in a collision. The driver of one 
team, Jonu Farquhar, was badly burt. 

The coul-sheds were biown into Morris C anal, 
impeding uavigation. 

At Trenton the main tent of Forepaugh’s cir- 
cus was blown over and the canvas torn into 
shreds. The seats were thrown over, and all 
Wrial apparatus destroyed. Fortunately, the 
people at the atternoon performance had left 
the tent, or many lives Would have been lost. 
One of the cireus employés was injured. The 
ring performance in the evening was abandoned.

The air is most infected during the 
periods of summer, when, by reason of the 
searcity of water, the streets are not sprinkled, 
and fhe dust tiles everywhere, At such times 
not less than 5.0 bacteria have been found to 
the cubic metre of air. But while at Paris, even 
in the rainy season, one must always reckon 
upon the germs up in the taterior of dwellings, 
and daily seuttered to the winds every time that 
rooms are cleaned; in the country, Upen the 
Other band, once tee atmosphere is well swept 
by rain, it remains re untilthe winds — 
come to lift from soil the fine, light dust 
peopled witb living microbes. . 

Everybody knows how easily dust penetrates 
inte rooms, and that in any city a few days neg- 
lect is sufficiently shown by the appearance of a 
fine layer of impaipabie dust on a marble table 
or Other articles of furniture. Well, in one 
Ssingieo gram of such dust 1,300,000 bacteria 
have been found. Anotner experiment made in 
the Rue Monge revealed the presence of bac- 
teria in the still more fantastic re of 2,100,000 
in one gram of dust which bad collected upon 
furniture. 

These bacteria are invisible germs—eggs, 
spores. It would require 1,000,000 of them to 
form the thousandth part of a milligram. 
can be easily studied under 


the microscope. itn a magnifying power of 


1,600 diameters they appear nearly a millimeter 


in thickness. 

Little as they are, these beings are by no 
means inoffensive: for when we have absorbed 
hundreds and thousands by way of the respira- 
tory wucous membrane or the digestive organs 
they give us typhoid-fever,or scarlatina,or small- 
pox, or diphtheria, etc., ete.—each according 
te ite kind. It is ia the wards of hospitals that 
those germs are fopad in the greatest quantity. 
While the atmosphere of a house in the most 
thickly settled portions of Paris contains from 
3,000 to 4,000 germs to the cubic metre of air, the 
atmosphere of hospital wards vontains from 
7,000 to 4.000 werms per metre. At the bospitai 
of La Pitie the average is 11,000 bacteria per 
metre. In the contined air of one room of the 
same bospital M. Miquet found the sadiy elo- 
quent number of 24,900 bacteria per cubic metre. 

Our water bas been analyzed like or air. To 
every litre of rain-water M. Miquet found 64,000 
microbes; in Seine water at Berey, 4,500,000 per 
litre; iu Belne water at Asmiers, 12,900,000 per 
litre; and in sewer water a Clincy, 80,000,000 per 
litre. . 
After reading these figures it seems wonderful 
that we dare to breathe, or drink, or eat. Prin- 
gle was right, it must be confessed, when he 
uttered the aphorism: The air kills more peo- 
ple than the sword“.

“DECLINE OF CO-OPERATIVE INSURANCE 


IN THE WEST.” 

The following article upon this subject from a 
St. Louis newspaper is wartby of perusal: 

“So far as the popular measurement and est i- 
mate of the extreme lines of codperative insur- 
ance are concerned the climacteric appears to 
have been reached last year and to be now 
about passed through, with unfavorable resuits 
to the coéperatives.

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THE ZUNI INDIANS 


Protected Against Land-Grabbers. 

[New York Times, May 1.)-~The President has 
prevented, by an executive order, ithe establish- 
ment of a ranch by the relatives of Senator 
John A. Logan upon lands Delonging to the Zu 
Indians in New Mexico.. The littie enterprise 
against which this order was directed deserves 
more attention than it bas received. The Zufii 
Indians are neither warlike nor nomadic, nor do 
they depend upon the Government of the United 
States for a living. They support themselves by 
farming and stock-raising, and it is said that 
they cannot be provoked to go to war. They 
cost the Goverument neither money nor trouble, 
and they are harmiess. President Hayes set 
apart for them, by executive order, tu 1877, a 
reservation, which includes their ancient Pue- 


bio. 

In the fall of last year, Senator u was in 
New Mexico. After he bad return to Wash- 
ington, friends of the Zuni Indians declared 
that the Senator was endeavoring to get pos- 
session of a large tract of their land. it was 
said that an error had been made in the survey 
by which the boundaries of the reservation were 
fixed. The Goverument bad intended to in- 
clude in the reservation several valuable 
sorings by which was irrigated a large valley 
where the Indians had, fora bu years, 
raised half of their supply of wheat. Owing to 
this error, the springs bad been excluded from 
the reservation, although the Indians supposed 
that they were within the boundary lines. The 
triends of the [ndians asserted that the Senator 
had been told that the springs were on public 
land, and that he bad determined to take pos- 
session of them under the land iawg. It was 
said that if be should do this the Zufiis would be 
deprived of half their arable land. The loss of 
the valley would bring famioe upon taem and 
torce them tu ask aid from the Government. 

The Senator was asked if be bad determined 
to take advantage of this error and gain con- 
trol of the land which the Zufiis had cultivated 
for so many years. He replied that he hed 
looked at the land, and that if it were really 
outside of the reservation he had as good a 
right to it as any one bad. I think,” said he, 
“chat I will take itif Lean get n.“ 

It appears that the Senator himself did not 
apply for the land, but that his son-in-law, Pay- 
master William T. Tucker. of the army, did ie 
applications in due form on Nov. 22, I. in the 
Santa Fé Land-Office, and it is said that Maj. 
Tucker, with certain associates, proposed to 
take up three desert claims and three home- 
stead claims, 2,400 acres in all, including the 
springs. The President was told that an error 
bad been made ip the survey, and that the loss 
of the springs would cut off the reservation’'s 
water supply. He promptly amended the orig- 
inal orde?f,so that the springs are sow in 
reservation, and the claims of Maj, Tucker and 
bis assogiates are of no value. The ranch, 
thereforé, can not be established in that piace. 


RAVAGES OF SMALL-POX. 


A Mek Tramp Infectse the People of an 
Eatire Cvunty. 

Wuertine, W. Va., May 6.—Intelligence has 
been received bere by the State Board ot Health 
of a terrible emali-pox plague raging in Mercer 
Oounty, in the extreme southern portion of the 
State. The disease originated about two weeks 
ago from «tramp who was taken ek while en 
route through the county, and who stopped at 
the house of a farmer named Biaokinship. In a 
day or two Blanktusaip wus taken sick with an 
eruptive disease, aud the doctor called in pro- 
nounced the malady chicken-pox. The patient 
died, and the funeral was attended by about 
200 ;peopie from all parts of the county, as 
Biankiusbip was very popular, and, as a couse- 
quence, the disease was distributed throughout 
tne surrounding country. The physician was 
taken sick himself in a day or two with the 
same disorder, and, after visiting patients for 
several days, calied in a brother physician, who 
for thé first time made known” the character of 
the scourge. The disease spread with alarming 
rapidity, and up to this time about forty.cases 
have occurred, with tfteea deaths. The situa- 
tion is daily becoming worse, notwithstand 
the utmost efforts gte put forth to stay its 
progress: The greatest alarin prevails, and the 
county has been put under Strict qugrantine by 
the State Board of Health. A county Vigilance 
committee has been formed, and, with a special 
vote of money by the, County Court, are super- 
intendt the importation of uurses, making 
vaccination compulsery, and doi evers thing 
possibie to prevent a further spread of the dis- 
euse, far they bave met with indifferent 
success,

SILKS AND SATINS. 


THE PECULIAR OPERATIONS OF A LATE EM- 
PLUYE OF CARSON, PIKIE & SCOTT. 

The firm of Carson, Pirie & Scott discovered 
yesterday that through the dishovesty of one of 
their salesmen their stock bad been reduced to 
the extent of about $3,500 worth of silk and sat- 
in. They knew that something had been stolen 
from the stock, but until the plunder was re- 
covered they had no iden that it was 80 valua- 
ble. This is how it was discovered: When Car- 
sun, Pirie & Scott bought out Charlies Gossage & 
Co. they retained in meir employ a young man 
named KR. M. Johnson, who bad been working 
for Gossage. About three weeks ago, however, 
Jobnson, who was then in the lace department, 
was informed that his services were no longer 
required. He did not insist upon knowing the 
realcause of his discharge, and it is ulleged 
that he should have considered bimseif forta- 
nate in bemg simply discharged instead of 
arrested—in other words, that be knew his em- 
ployers had good reasons fur suspecting him of 
pecuianon. Had his employers: koown what 
Lbey do now, they doubtiess would have caused 
bis arrest, but at that time they only suspected 
Jobuson of having * — away a tine piece 
of lace occasionally. Jonnson, who had sepa- 
rated from bis wHe a sburt time previous, was 
then boarding at No. 130 Dearborn avenue, 
, After bie discharge he immediately left the 
city, not even waiting to inform his landlady 
that he was out ofa job and was go away. 
He left his trunk and other articies at his boara- 
ing-house, and bis landlady, after waiting in 
vain a week or two for his returu, and baving 
an unpaid board-bill against him, opened the 
trunk to see what it contained. She found it 
packed tullof tine silk and satis. Thea she 
went to the firm and sugvested that 
Jobnson must have committed suicide, 
as be had gone away 680 W and left so 
much valuable property bebind. This opened 
the eyes of the firm, and the next thing io order 
was a search warrant. The warrant was issued 
by Justice Meech, and yesterday Constabie 

oonan took ssion of Joboson’s trunk. It 
was Drought down to Justice Meech's court and 
opened, and instead of containing only $3500 or 
$4100 worth of woods, as anticipated, no less than 
sixty bolts—83,500 worth—were pulled out, the 
trunk being very large and having been packed 
full. Justice Meech beard the evidence in the 
case, and ordered the goods turned over to the 
firm. The whereabouts of Johnson are un- 
known, but Carson, Pirie & Scott are duubtiess 
wondering if be did not take some silk 
satin away with him. 


ON CHANGE. 


ANNUAL MEETINGS OF THE CALL BOARD 
AND THE OPEN BOAKD—“BIG BOARD” 
NOTES. 

The aunual meeting of the Grain and Pro- 
vision Call Board was heid yesterday. The re- 
port of the retiring oflicers shows that there 
was no increase in membership last year. The 
advance iu the initiation fee to $2,500 practically 
limits the membership, which is now 1.007. 
Tuere were 150 transfers of memberships, chief- 
ly from retiring to active traders. The at- 
tendance has been larger tban in previous years, 
and indicates that the call system is growing in 
favor. The report notes that the Call Board has 
been unable to lease the cali-room in the new

The trading on the Call was larger in volume 
than the preceding year. Provisions gained iu 
value over 100 per cent, while grain lost, chiefly 
owing to the light trading in wheat in conse- 

uence of the complications in the July coruer. 

‘he total sales of provisions and grain for the 
year ending May 1, 1883, were $78,580,759, against 
$742,435, 787 the previous vear, and $428.973,172 
the year ending May 1. 1881. The sales of pro- 

visions the last yeur amounted to 8343, 78,502, 

and of grain to $368, 12. 107. 

The financial statement shows that the re- 
ceipts for twelve months ending May 1, 1583, in- 
cluding the cash left over. were $103,581, of which 
$71,793 were from the sale of seats. dis- 
bursements were $93,915, of which $75,000 was 
invested in new Boafd of Trade bonds. ‘che 
balance on hand is $9,665.

KILLED HER HUSBAND. 


A Georgia Woman's Fearful Crime 
f A Mystery Made Clear. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 8.— [Special. -A horrible 
murder was committed near Cold Springs, in 
Wilkinson County. Ona the 6th of April a negro 
named Ambrose Lingo was bired by Thomas 
Kitchens to do some plowing. It was known 
that he plowed until pearly dark, after which he 
was seen on bis way home. Next day his wife, 
Mispada ltaan. reported to the beighbors that 
Am ’s horse had come home the night de- 
Tore, but that be was not with him. He did not

Sunday his wife said toa woman who was 
working with ber, that she knew where Am- 
brose was, and told ber that he was lying under 
a beap of rails in front of the house, about 
twenty steps eff. The woman repeated this ro- 
mark in presence of some white people, and 
a party was at once made up to investigate the 
matter. On digging about twelve inches the body 
was discovered and was easily identitied. Miranda 
coutessed the murder, being questioned 
said that Ambrose came home that night, quar- 
relied with ber and tinally gave her a fearful 
beating. fore going to bed she sli out 
into the yurd and brougbt in an ax, laym it by 
the bedside.

AN IRISH SCANDAL. 

In Dublin, before Chief-Justice Morris and a 
special jury. aa action was brought by Mr. Mi- 
chaei Kinsella, of Strand road, Sandymount.

EVen 
before the plaintiff's wife got the appointment 
in this office, the defendant had, counsel aliered, 
formed the desiguof seducing ber, and he had 
put ber and der husband in a bouse. The 
piniotit?’s wite afterward gave birth to a child. 
and the defendant visited her daily, supplying 
her with delicacies and sitting by her side. 
The pluiotiff ultimately grew suspicious of the 
relauons that existed betwecn them, and the 
neighbors began totalk. He remonstrated with 
the defendaut and an angry scene occurred. 
The pluintift insisted on his wife resigning, but 
owing to ber deciarations of innocence she was 
permitted to retain ber position. Plaintiff's wife 
afterward went to live at the seaside, aud neces- 
saries were supphed by the defendant, who 
afterward put her inastall atthe South City 
Market, which he fitted up. The plaintitf atter- 
ward found to bis wife's drawer letters from the 
defendant couched in loving termsand signed 
„ Loving Dick.“ The plaintitk eveniualiy turned 
his wife outof the bouse. Afterward be ac- 
cepted £1W as compensation from the defend- 
ant: but the wife eventually left the plaintiff 
and lived as the defendant's mistress. There 
was no defense. The jury gave the plaintiff 
41400 damages.

The Oricia and History of the Society 

Founded by a Freemason on the 

Pian of Masonry~VForced into Dyna- 

mite Dealings by BRevolationary Mem- 

bers. 

{Brooklyn Bagic, Dem.“ The Cian-na-Gael, 
the organization which must assume respousi- 
bility for Dr. Tuomas, and Bernard Gallagher, 
Lynch, and other alleged dynamiters now un- 
dor arrest in London, is a secret and oath-bound 
society,” said a well-known member of one of 
the clubs which meets ia the vicinity of Court 
and Fulton streets to the writer recentiy. “Its 
history is no secret to advanced Irish revolu- 
tionista in this country, but it is a secret to % 
per cent of the men who belong to it. Such a 
statement may seem paradoxical toa man like 
you, who knows nothing of Ireland and her rev- 
olutionary societies. The origin of the Clan- ua- 
Gael was a somewhat peculiar one, In 1869 the 
Brian Boroimhe Circle of the Fenian Brother- 
bood of New York City ‘had a membership of 
about 700, comprising business-men and others 
influential in political circles. One of the mem- 
bers was a candidate for office, and his friends 
brought np the question of his indorsement in 
the circle. Mr. Michael Sheady,an honest and 


sterling patriot. opposed the Aragging of Amer- 
jean politics into Irish national sociéties, and 
vebemently denounced the proposed acdon of 
the circie. He heid rit res man could and 


should vote as be saw ut, regurdiess of the fact 
that che candidate was a member of the Feaian 
Brotherhood. The candiſtate was indorsed, and 
Mr. Sheady and bis friends immediately left the 
circie. Mr. Sheady was a Freemason, 
ewer up in the order, so that be might 
be designated a distinguished member of the 
eratt. lie called his friends pened promptly 
and proposed starting a new o . inde- 
e saw 
that the well-to-do lrish-Americans, business- 
men especially, kept aiouf from the brother- 
and he proposed getting them into the 
new organization. The United Brotherhood, 
pow known as the Clan-na-Gael, was starred, 
and the club, known as No. I. but the name of 
which I cannot now remember, was formed. 
The intention of Mr. Sheady was that the United 
Brotherhood should be a teoder to the Feuian 
Brotherhoud by assisting them with money 
when they took avy decided step for the ad- 
vancement of Irish freedom. The juten don of 
Mr. Sbeady was, as I bave already stated, to en- 
list well-to-do Irisumen in the cause. Many of 
that class kept aloof from the Fenian Brother- 
boud for various causes. As the members of the 
United Brotherhood were not expected to do 
any fighting, men of some means only were 
courted as members. The initiation fee wus 
piaced at $2. 
MODELED ON THE PLAN OF MASONRY. 


“T have stated that Mr. Sheady was quite a 
distnguished Freemason. Every member of 
the Masonic order belonging to the Clan-ua-Gael 
must admit that fact, even though they had 
never heard of such a mau as Mr. Sbeady. The 
fact is that Mr. Sbeady, aus he stated publicly at 
the time, modeled the United Brotherhood, or 
Clan-na-Gael, as it is now known. on the pian of 
the Masonic order, there being very little differ- 
ence between their workings or even the tities 
of the officers. Freemasons—-and there are 
sume of themin the Cian-na-Guei—toust have 
been agreeably surprised when indacted into a 
Cian-na-Gael club. The forms are quite famil- 
lar to them, su much #0 that they may bave 
doubted whether some of their fvilow-crafts- 
men of the Masonic order were not gotting up 
a joke on them before they ‘saw light. Of 
course, few if any members outside of the Ma- 
souic body can realize the nature of the forms 
and never once suspect their origin. Ninety- 
five per cent of the members of the Clun-na- 
Gael of Brooklya will be very much surprised 
when i teil them through the Eagle for the first 
tiui e that the forms of initiation vf Masonry are 
no secret to them now. 

“It must be said that none but the better 
class of Irisomen in this country belong to the 
order. The startling ceremonies attending the 
inducting of a member ulis nim with the idea 
that the secrets of the society are something 
wonderful, and that his election implies extravr- 
dinpary confidence in him on, beaalfof bis as- 
sociates. Three black balls exciude a wan, so it 
will readily be seen that the society is in a sense 
exclusive, Its secrets have never been violated 
and Lyaoch, the informer, if he really belong 
to the order, apparently knew but little about 
it. In fact, but fes members, outside the exec- 
utive of the club. whom | shail designate the 
Chairman, and the district member, knew much 
about the seerets since the society became act- 
-ively engaged in revolutionary objects. A 
featurs of the initiation is that a man, when 
worn iu, does not see the members, although 
they see him. After taking the oath he is ad- 
mitted to light and sees bis associates. The oui- 
side and inside sentinels and the guides, and 
even the mode of addressing the Chair savor of 
eee: The forms certainly give éclat to the 
0 er. . 


THE CLAN-NA-GAEL’S FOUNDER A FREE- 
MASON. 

“Mr. Sheady was, most unquestionably, act- 
unten by the best of motives in tormmg the 
brotherhood, and aimed at bringing the busi- 
ness and well-to-do ciass of Irishmen into the 
order who would bave nothing to do with Fe- 
nianism. He thought it best to surround it with 
the safeguards of Masonry, sv that well-to-do 
Irishmen couid assist the cause of their country 
witbout being paraded in- public. 

“The United Brotherhood dragged along slow- 
ly untilafter the failure of the proposed raid on 
Canada in 1870. Many of the mombers ot the 
Senate w of the Feuian Brotherhood then 
— the United Brotherhood or Clau-na-Gael. 

‘he society bas probably 10,000 members at pres- 
ent. Brooklyn is really most iafiuential in the 
councils of the Clan-na-Gael, sivce we have 
about tifteen clubs here, while there are prob- 
ably not more than ten la New York. Brook- 
lyn, New York, and Jersey City are divided into 
tive districts, as well as i can remember, 
over each of which there is a dis- 
trict member. You see the pian of Mason- 
ry is carried out bere. The ancient 
craft pas District Deputy Grand Masters, and 
phe districts are given in numerical order. The 
name of the Executive of the Clan- na-Gael or 
the title of his office is not probably k pown to 80 
per cent of the members today. In this connec- 
tion | will say that Lynoh, if ;he ever belonged 
to the order, was kept in perfect iviuvrance of 
Us worm, and most unquestionably knew 
nothing about its Executive or the title of bis 

ce. He referred to O Donovan-ltosea as the 
‘old man’ who was to furnish the money, but 
Rossa had no more to do with the business than 
Giadstone.

Trade Bager for Divorce, 


Federal and State Courts. 


The Mauufacturers’ Equitable Associa- 
. tion. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the United States 
Cireuit Court by H. B. Sout & Co., of Pittsburg, 
Pa., against che Manufacturers’ Equitable As- 
sola hon and a large number of its creditors to 
wind up ſts atfuirs. The association was organ- 
ized in October. 1881, for the purpose of keeping 
up the price of barbed wire among the lessees 
of the Washburn & Moen patents, but the Urs 
objeet of the corporacion, that of getting all the 
manufacturers to jola the association, was 
never accomplished, and it has been dying a 
slow deatu. The capital stock was $5,400, in 
shares of $10 each, of which somplainants 
own 100 shares. The present President ia Aaron 
K. Stiles and the Secretary Charles 0. 
Collins. The association has never had 
any assets except the amounts paid in 
for capita) stock and some small sums 
paid as interest, and bas never iycurred any 
debts. The stock was all to be taken by the 
barbed- wire manufacturers, and they were to 
give strict accounts of their sales and to pay 
into the treasury of the association one and one- 
fourth cents or each pound of wire manufact- 
ured, which was to be repaid, less certain 
charges, ia red proportions, Estavished rates 
were to De fixed for the wire, which were to be 
ddbored to by all the stuckbolders. Compiain- 
ants aver t prior to January last they paid 
to the assuciauon $28.00 more than they drew 
out and gave it their note for $3,604 in evidence 
of the amount they supposed would be required 
from thew on the basis of their contract. It is 
claimed that the settiements made with the dif- 
ferent stockbolders have been unequal and in- 
equitable, and that many reports of sales made 
by members—particuiarily the lowa Gard 
Steel Wire Uompany—have been fictitious 
and incorrect. Some of the members 
owe the association, and some owe 
its creditors, but no correct settlement 
can be bad except after an accounting. A large 
numberof suite bave been berun against the 
company at law and in equity, its business 
broken up end its alfuirs complicated, so that it 
can no longer be usetul for the purposes for 
which it was organized, and complainants ask 
that a Receiver may be appoluted and its allairs 
closed up us expeditiously as possible. 


A Chicaco Lawyer Tries to Ride Two

cuit Court by William H. Condon, the wall 
known admiraity lawyer. against Armour & Co., 
Towle, Carle & Co., A. G. Burley, Jobn Tyrreil, 
Bradley & Vrooman, Clemeat, Bune & Co., 
and Charles Baltze, to recover $25,000 dam- 
ages.

quish bis — 9 lo this suit Barber vs. Con- 

utual Life-Indurance Company, in 

the United States Circuit Court, Northera Dis- 
trict of New York, the company made two 
defenses: () That a as judgment for damages 
would givetne plaintiff a full remedy, be shouid 
have brougbt an acdon at jaw for them instead 
of suing in equity to enforce the performance 
of the contract. (@) That the company was not 
able, the genera! agents being without authority 
to bind them by such a contract. Judge Wailace 
decided in favor of the company ‘on both these 
questions, and dismissed the suit. In the opin- 
jon be said: ) The value of this good-will 
is appareat in view of the character of the tn- 
terest of the local agents; for they get their 
compensation not by salaries, but through com- 
mission on the sucwessive payments of premi- 
ums. Besides tois, appointments are not for 
any detinit time. The local agents privilege of 
finding « purehaser for his good-will, and the 
assurance that the general agents would co- 
operate in mak this u practical and valuable 
possibility, was a Bubstantial incident of the ro- 
lation between the sub-agent and general 
agent. Notwithstanding the precarious value 
of such a right, there seems to be no good reason 
why it should not be recognized ano protected 
by law. good-will of an established 
busivess.which is a common subject of contract, 
is nothing but the chance of beiug able to keep 
the business which bas been established. The 
sale of a mere chance, which vests in the pur- 
ehaser notutug but the possibility that a prefer- 
eace which bas been usually extended to those 
whose riguts he acquired will be extended to 
him; has been enforced in equity and recognized 
at law as effectual between the parties to the 
contract. The complainant. having been m- 
duced by the representawons of Peck & Hillman 
to invest a large sum of money in this purchase. 
if be is deprived of the right to transfer bis in- 
terest to another. is entitled to compensation to 
the extent of bis joss. But bis remedy is at law, 
for damages will fully compensate him. (2) Aud 
the compiainant bas got sued the right party, 
for it was not wishin the scope of the authority 
of the general agents to bind the company by a 
contract of this character. The State agents 
differ from local agents principally im cheir geo- 
graphical extent, except that they may gener- 
ally appoint local or sub-agents, which local 
agents cannot.“ 


SALE, OF LAND-—VALIDITY - INADEQUACY 
OF PRICE. 


A. who had care of the oyster beds of B. after 
he bad left nis employment coutinued very 
friendly relations with bis employer and his 
family. A fell into feeble heaith, and the man- 
agement of hig.affairs was in the bands of his 
wife,an inteliffent and capabie woman. She 
determined to sell the oyster grounds, and un- 
der the advice of A sold part of them. She sub- 
sequeutiy said to him that she wisned to sell the 
remainder, and be offered to buy them. She re- 
piled that be could nave chem if he would pay as 
much as any one else. The next day she went 
to him and asked what be would give, believing 
him to be honest and a friend, and that he would 
pay a fair price. He replied $200, when he knew 
that their value was $500. A sult was brought 
to set aside the conveyance on the ground of 
— — in the price and fraud— Hemingway 
vs. Coleman—and the plaintiff succeeded; but on 
appeal the Supreme Court of Errors of Connec- 
ticut reversed the decree. Judge Pardee in the 
opinion sad: Mrs. B subjected the friendship 
of A to a strain which it could not bear—to a 
strain which the law does not requiré it to bear. 
This was her mistake, vot his fraud. Informa- 
tion lay ail about her. to be bad by asking. She 
refrained from asking, not because of any act 
or word of his, but of her own choice: and. not 
being asked to speak, he is not to be beid re- 
sponsible for bis silence; for that he is to be re- 
mitted to the forum of conscience.“ 


MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS — DEFECTIVE 
STREETS—RUNAWAY HORSES, 


An action was brought against a city for the 
loss of a borse and buggy through the detective 
condition of the streets (Moss. vs. The City of 
Burifngton), and the plaiatil? recovered, It ap- 
peared on the trial that the horse’ was hitched, 
and, being frightened, broke his nalter, and run- 
ning down au unprotected declivity on a street, 
was killed. The Supreme Court of Iowa, on ap- 
peal, reversed the judgment. Judge Seevers, in 
the opinion, saia: “A city must keep its streets 
in a réasonably-passable condition for travelers, 
but it is not bound to keep ita streets passable 
for horses which have escaped the control of 
their owners. If the plaintitk bad been driving 
the horse at the time he became frightened, it 
by no means follows that any injury would have 
been incurred.“ 


ATTORNEY AT LAW-—LIABILITY FOR SHER 
IFF’S FERS. 

A Sheriff sued an attorney at law for fees for 
the service of writs made by him and delivered 
for service. In this case, Tilton vs. Wright, the 
attoroey insisted that he was not responsibie for 
the fees on writs handed an officer for service in 
suits where he was not a party. The plaintiff 
recovered a judgment which on being carried 
to the Supreme Juaicial Court of Maine was 
affirmed. The Chief-Justice (Appleton) in the 
Opinion, said: Neither the Sheriff, the Clerk. 
nor any other officer is obliged to perform the 
services reyuired without a prepayment of 
their respective fees. The Sheriff serving, and 
the Clerk entering. the action without prepay- 
ment, a promise on the part of the attorney to 
pay each their respective dues may be roeason- 
ably inferred uniess notice to the contrary be 
seasonably given. Accordingly it has been re- 
peatediy held that the attorney is responsibie to 
the Sheriff and the Clerk for the fees or writs 
handed by him to the one for service and to the 
other for entry.“ 


ATTACHMENT~—NOTICER OF ASSIGNMENT OF 
CLAIM—sSTATE LAWS CONFLICTING. 

A, a creditor living in Illinois, assigned to B. 
hia creditor, who lived in Louisiana, a debt due 
bim by C, who did business in Minndsota. No 
notice was given to C of this assiwament of the 
debt. By the laws of Iilinois suck an assigo- 
ment was not valid against attacking creditors, 
unless notice or “intimation’’ was given to «the 
debtor; but it was vaiid without notice in Min- 
nesota, where the debtor resided, without notice. 
D. of Canada, a creditor of A, sued ul in Min- 
nesota, and attached the debt in C's hands. In 
the suit, Lewis vs. Lawrence, the Louisiana cred- 
itor. B. was admitted as a party, and the assign- 
ment to him was upheld. Au appeal was taken 
tothe Supreme Court of Minnesota and the 
judgment was aflirmed. ‘Judge Mitchell, in the 
opinion, said: The fiction of lav that the dom- 
icil of the owner draws to it his personal prop- 
erty, wherever situated, must always yield to 
the law in reference to the attachment of the 

roperty of non-resident debtors, because suen 
laws necessarily assume tbat the property bus a 
situs distinct trom the owner's domicil. Attagh- 
ment or garnishee proceedings are against” the 
property attached, not against the person. They 
are instituted upon the theory that the thing 
sought to be reached is situate within the State. 
It is that alone which gives the court jurisdic- 
uon. The question here between the creditors 
goes to the remedy. and must be decided in favor 
of the Louisiana creditor.” 

PROMISSORY NOTE—PAYMENT—INTENTION. 

A vote was deposited in bank B for collection 
and it was sent to bank C., at the residence of 
the maker, to be collected. F, the note teller of 
bank C. protested the note for non-payment, 
but supposed he had failed to make the protest 
in time. lle paid the amount of the note to his 
own bank, which then remitted to bauk B, and 
the note was then indorsed to H who brought 
suiton it ainst a guarantor. I» this case, 
Fogarty vs. Wilson, the piaintiff recoverea, and, 
on appeal. the Supreme Court of Minnesota 
affirmed the judgment. The defendant took the 
ground that the note bad been paid. The Chief- 
Justice (Gilfillan), in his opinion, said: “The 

payment of the money by the piaintit? to his 

unk was not the payment of the note unless u 
was made with that intention; and there was no 
relation between the plaintiſt and those able 
on the note to give the latter any right to have 
the payment appropriated to thelr benetit, con- 
trary to the infention of the party making it. 


Decision in the Celebrated Cheese-Moop 
Case, 

MILWAUKE, Wis., May 8—Judge Dyer ren- 
dered a decision in the celebrated case of Leman 
W. Tyler against William Siemens, known as the 
“ cheese-hoop case,” which came up before the 
United States Cireuit Court in October last.

FLORIDA. 


Topography—Geology—Great 
ihicago Enterprise. 

[A paper read by William Bross before the 
Academy of Sciences Tuesday evening, May 8]. 

Some years before the War, while standing at 
the window of the St. Nicholas Hotel in New 
York, I heard a feminine voice behind me ask, 
Is that snow?” Looking around | saw a young 
man, and of course answering that it was, I 
said,“ You are from the South?” Tes.“ said 
he, from Flortda. The incident prompted to 
many reflections on the vast extent of our coun- 
try, for bere were twe men born under same 
Hag. one of whom had never seen snow. From 
that time till last March [ had always haa ayreat 
desire to see Florida, and though wandering 
widely in our ＋ 1 [had never found it con- 
venient to visit that State. This paper will give 
some of the results of my recent Visit. 

Florida bas been justiy called the Italy of 
America. Like Italy, it is mainiy a peninsula, 
being some 400 miles long by an average of 100 
broad. A narrow strip of the State, witha 
width of only about forty to ninety miles, extends 
from the Atlantie peariy al! the way across the 
States of Georgia and Alabama, between their 
southern line and the Guif of Mexico, about 375 

lies. This is malniy a pine-wood district, sim- 

ar to the States whose southern bou i 
forms, and will not receive further notice. 

The origin of this great peninsula, extending 
nearly due south from Southeastern Georgia. 
between the Gulf of Mexico and the Atiantic 
Ocean, is a subject of great interest. it may 
seem not a littie presumptuous for me—not 
having at band avy geological survéeys—to vent- 
ure any Opinion inr to it. 


THE €CORAL-WOUKERS. 


The rise of Florida above the sea was doubt- 
less much later than that of the other States of 
the Union. Its foundations and first appear- 
ance above the surface were probably due to the 
coral insect—those indefatigable submarine 
workers that bave built up vast reefs and al- 
most countiess islands in the Pacific Ocean. As 
soon as the walls were built up to the surface 
next to the gulf and the sea their labors ceased 
of necessity, and then the winds and the waves 
on either side with ceaseless energy threw up 
the sand and shells in long rolling ridges, gen- 
erally extending north and south, as the winds 
were from the east and the west. Something 
similar may be observed in the sand ridges and 
the intervening sloughs between the Calumet 
and Michigan City, though for opposit reasous 
they lie mainly in an east and west direction, 

IT HAS GRADUALLY RISEN. 

Besides this constant accretion of sands and 
shelis, age after age, the peninsula bas un- 
doubtedly risen above the sea-level as have 
some portions ot the coast of italy along the 
Mediterraneao, and also the shores of some 
other couutries. It is perhaps not possibie to 
determipe whether. that rise was gradual or 
comparatively sudden; but I could not learn 
that any part of the peninsula was even 0 
feet above the sea, and most of it is perbaps 
less than 100. 

The bighest Jand forms a belt lying east and 
west across the State ian Orange, Sumpter, and 
Hernando Counties. From this range the rivers 
run in all directions to the ocean or the gulf, 
The largest river is the St. Johns, which runs 
from the middie of the State nearly north 
till near Jacksonville, when it turns east to 
the Atlantic. The current is very siuggish, and 
this, with its broad surface neut the centre of

| the peninsula, gives aimust conctusive evidence 


that it was formed in the manner above sug- 
gested. Below Lake George, through whicb it 
runs, the broad siuggish stream for some 160 
miles seems more like an arm of the seu than a 
real river bearing its floods to wevcean. The 
suspicion, as one looks upon its low sandy banks, 
that they were brought from the, gulf and the 
ocean by the winds becowes almost an admitted 
reality. Between Lakes George and Monroe, 
some seventy-uve miles, the river is cOmpara- 
tively narrow, but steamers from the lower 
river navigate it. Above Sanford and Enater- 
prise, on Lake Monroe, very small steumers can 
run jor scores Of miles, aus the same ciass of 
vesseis naviegie the UOeckiawaba above its en- 
trance into tile St. Johns a few miles south of 
Palatka. These two streams may be compared 
—the St. Jobns above Lake Monroe—to the 
Calumet, though, for reasons bereafter to be 
given ſu regard to the great springs, they are 


much lurger. 
EVERGLADES.. 

While the north two-thirds of the peniosula, 
say, above Lake Okeechobee, has a sufficient 
elevation toadmit of cultivation, and on the 
ridges, away from the rivers and swamps, where 
there must ebe considerable malaria, of heulth- 
ful residence, the lower or southern third of a 
hundred mites and more is mainly covered by 
marshes, lakes, and swamps, generally called 
evergiades, Not only the northern trend of the 
ridges lu the northern section of the State but 
the character of the soil tends strumgly to prove 
their oceanic origin, The whole country, eo far 
as observed and ledrned from others, is entirely. 
free from drift. Not a bowlder or anything like 
itis found upon the surtace or beneath it. 
Therefore, whether one adopts tue theories of 
that great scientist, Agussiz,or those of our 
boideat and latest specuiatur, Mr. Icuntius Don- 
nelly, with dis terrible comets Knocking the 
surfaee of North Amercu into everiasting 
smithereens, all must concinde that Fivrida was 
Safely bid beneath the oceun When these awful 
calamities fell upon our poor, suffering plauet. 

PINE RID@RA, 

As above stated, the ridges are composed of 
white, in some places yellow sand mixed, with 
minute shells and broken fragments ot larger 
oncs, and of soil there seems to be Searcely any. 
They are covered witb tall yellow pine trees 
with bardly auy underbrush, so that teams can 
be driven all over them. Although, when these 
pines are removed, the sandy surfage to un- 
practiced eve sevms worthless, the mihute 
ebelis furnish the lime forstimulent and the 
Warm Sand with a reasonabie umouat Of guano 
or other fertilizers makes these pine ridges the 
very paradise of the orange, for no country in 
the worid furnishes thie truit in larger quanti 
and more delicious perfeeton.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterduy and less irreguiar, yet nervous and 
unsettied. So far as the outside public was con- 
cerned there was more of the watching and 
waiting ” policy exhfbited than for several days 
previously, while the world inside did a good 
deal of business in the endeavor to shape mat- 
ters to their satisfaction. Grain was beavy, but 
kept up by outside strength, while hog products 
were apparently used as a foot-bali, the “ cov- 
er to which was a small supply of hogs. 

Provisions were active and unsettied. Pork 
advanced 7c at the outset, declined We., and 
closed nearly the same as Monday afternoon. 
at 9920.12 for May and $20.30 for July. Lard 
advanced 7c, declined 10@12\%c, ana closed at 
an improvement of Sc, at $12.00 for May and 
812.12 %% for Jaly, with Jone returned to a pro- 
mium of 50 over July. Short ribs closed 30 
bigher, at $10.67% for May and $10.87% for July. 
The market started up early on the fact of 
small receipts of bogs, which was regarded as a 
good opportunity for unloading, and a great 
deal of long staff was sold, the supposition being 
that it was chiefly by outside parties who had 
tailed on to the deal earlier in the rise, and were 
satistied- with the profit offered. One party 
sold 36,000 bris of pork Monday and yesterday 
on this basis. The big men made no effort to 
arrest the decline, but bought some at the bot- 
tow, and this turned the market upwards. There 
was a better export demand for meats, though 
most of the orders were sald to be at prices not 
satisfactory to sellers. On che afternoon call 


pork and meats were steady, while lard weak-. 


ened to $12.05 for June, dropping to a discount 
of 5c as compared with July, whereas it had 
been at a premium on "Change. — 

Flour was more active, but chiefly on the low 
grades, which were in good export demand, and 
would have been bought more largely had more 
been offered. The local trade was quiet, and 
there was only a moderate inquiry for shipment 
to the Eustern States. The coarser milistuffs 
were dull, the supply exceeding the demand. 

W beat was less active, and very nervous. The 
market advanced ., declined Ae. and closed 
about the same as Monday's last call, at 61.13 
asked for May and $1.16% for July. The British 
telegrams simply noted a firm tone, with quiet- 
ness, while our receipts were some smalier. 
Outside markets were stronger, St. Louis being 
quoted 1@1\c higher, and this prevented weak - 
ness here, due to local bearishness in 
the absenve of outside orders. The opinion 
seemed to be entertained outside that our mar- 
ket is“ manipulated,” and a good thing to let 
nione, which left the course of trading to be 
chietly determined by home taleat. About noon 
the downward tendency was arrested by the cir- 
culation of a dispatch purporting to come from 
London stating that the Russian wheat erop is 
“so badly damaged as to be a total failure.“ 
Everybody laughed at it, but it had an effect all 
the same, though the reaction was a quiet one. 
It was noted that our stock in store actually in- 
ereased (nearly) 48,000 bu during last week on 
light receipts ana thegppening of navigation, in- 
dicating that there Ry toretaa demand for our 
wheat at the prices ask for it. Car lots were 
tanie, the only discoverabie demand being local. 
We note that September sold only le be- 
low the price for August, while the year was 
only Ilie below May. On the afternoon 
call July improved &, but was quoted se down 
on the curbstone later, at $1.16\4. Pet 

Corn was tame, though moderately active, 
with not much change in prices. The market 
advanced ic. fell off e. and closed about 
the same as the latest regular prices of Monday, 
at 540 for May and ie bid for July. Liverpool 
reported an advance of 44 per cental, but Lon- 
don was called 3d per quarter lower on 
cargoes to arrive. Our receipts were nearly 
as larre as those of onday. The local 
crowd seemed to be pounding the market early 
in the day and the offerings were mostly taken 
on New York account, the bears bauling off 
when they found that their offerings were betng 
taken. Later in the day some parties who were 
earrying corn through this month began to seu 
it, and May corn became quite heavy, being 
changed over into June at a difference of 160 
1%c. There was little else in the market. Ship- 
pers did not want No. 2, and rejected seemed to 
be a drug, while new mixed was not wanted ex- 
cept when in favorabie houses. The receipts of 
low grades in houses which receive from the 
northern part of the curn-raising section are 
bomg very largely diecriminated against, the 
corn being regarded as much inferior to that 
coming from farther south. Seller the year sold 
at löl e, closing at silke.

On the afternoon call Au- 
gust sold at 676. 

Barley was entirety nominal on store lots, at 
80c for No. 2 seller May and 3008360 for No. 3 this 
month. There.was some remark about more 
firmness, being due to decreased stock in store, 
but it did not materialize. Samples were dull. 

There was a guiet and nominally stendy mar- 
ket for domestic and foreign dry goods. Boots 
and shoes and clothing were reported dull. The 
demand for millicery goods was fairly active. 
Jobbers of groceries report a fairly satisfactory 
moyement and a firm and steady set of prices. 
Cotfees and sugars were moving freely. The 
dried-fruit, eaaned- goods, and fien markets pre- 
sented no new features.

MiLwavKes, Wis., May 8.—(Special.)~The 
wrecking-tue Leviathan, which left this port for 
Sheboygan nearly two weeks ago to altempt the 
release of the schooner L. W. Perry, on the beach 
near that port, arrived back last night in a dis- 
abled condition. her wheel having become loose, 
and she was docked today.
